In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Parties discussed the objections to the drawings and specification. 
The Examiner suggested that the new Fig. 2 appears, on its face, to address the drawing objection of record, however, 
more careful review would be required to make any official determination regarding the drawing objection. The 
Examiner suggested that Mr. Mahboubian further revise the specification to recite "JAVA programming language" 
instead of simply "JAVA". This suggestion employs the trademark term JAVA as an adjective instead of a noun and is 
consistent with the terms of use for JAVA technology set forth by the present Assignee, Sun Microsystems, Inc. while 
providing necessary generic terminology to overcome the specification objection of record. Mr. Mahboubian discussed 
the components and features of the invention as they relate to the limitations of claim 1 . In particular Mr. Mahboubian 
discussed the translator, at translation time, generating code for the runtime environment using the TagExtralnfo 
object; and the PageContext object acting in a manner analogous to a runtime symbol table containing variables and 
runtime values populated by the tag handler at runtime. The Examiner pointed out that there does not appear to be 
any direct relationship between the TagExtralnfo object and PageContext object as they are recited in claim 1. Further, 
the Examiner pointed out a possibly conflicting relationship between the objects in amended claim 7, wherein the 
PageContext object appeared to be providing the data for the TagExtralnfo object at runtime. Mr. Mahboubian 
stressed that "returned TagExtralnfo objects" refers to those objects returned by the method contained in the 
TagExtralnfor object and not the TagExtralnfor object itself. The Examiner indicated that future revision may be 
necessary to clarify this recitation in the claim. Parties could not agree whether the technology discussed in "Advanced 
ColdFusion Development" still meets the TagExtralnfo as recited in claim 1; The Examiner asserted that in when a 
client accesses a ColdFusion page, such as through a web browser, the server executes script commands and 
translates server-side data into client-side information, such as an HTML document, implying that the art applied may 
still read on the TagExtralnfo object as recited in the amended claim. Mr. Mahboubian indicated that a supplemental 
amendment may be submitted to address the specification issues detailed above and correct some informalities in the 
amendment. 
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
